HINTS FOR THE - 


POULTRY GROWER 


Chicken mites are a constant men- 


ace to the flock. They curtail egg-pro- 
duction, hinder growth, reduce vitality 
and sometimes cause the death of set- 
ting hens. 


The poultry-keeper must maintain a 


constant warfare on these pests that 
reduce his profits. 


They multiply very rapidly in warm 


•weather. Their life cycle from egg to 
adult requires only about a week's 
time. Blood is essential for the de- 
Telopment of the mite in all stages 
of growth. 
They are active at night 


-when the hens nre on the roosts, and 
chicks are in the coops, sucking blood 
xmtll they are full and then returning 
to cracks and crevices during the day. 
To combat them, hiding places must 
be reduced to the minimum, and an 
effective spray must penetrate every 
crack and crevice where they may be 
hiding. 


There are a number of good mix- 


tures that have proven effective in 
<x)ntrolling these insects: 


Crude petroleum thinned with one 


part of kerosene to four quarts of 
crude oil is cheap, and retains Its kill- 
Ing power for several weeks. 
Five 


parts cream of lime, one part crcolin, 
and one part kerosene is a favorite 
mixture with many poultrymen. Pure 
kerosene and kerosene emulsion, are 
used with success, if frequently ap- 
plied. 


These mixtures should be forced 


Int» all their hiding places with a 
sprayer or brush. 


Remove as many internal appli- 


ances as possible, roosts, nests, hop- 
pers, etc., and give them an applica- 
tion of the mixture out of doors. 


To be the most effective, the solu- 


tions should be forced into all badly 
Infested quarters; and sides, floor and 
even roof must be treated. 


The work should be done on pleas- 


ant days when the flock can be out- 
Bide, and the coops afid poultry house 
tnay be closed for a few hours after 
applying the mixture so that the wood 
•work may dry. Keep the pests in sub- 
jection by frequent applications of 
come mixture 
during the 
summer 


months.

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HINTS FOR THE - 
POULTRY GROWER 


Chicken mites nre a constant men­ 
ace to the flock. They curtail egR-pro- 
ductlon, hinder growth, reduce vitality 
and sometimes causc the death of set­ 
ting hens. 


The poultry-keeper must maintain a 
«constant warfare on these pests that 
reduce his profits. 


They multiply very rapidly in warm 
^weather. Their life cycle from egg to 
Adult requires only about a week’s 
time. 
Blood is essential for the de- 
Telopment of the mite in all stages 
o f growth. 
They are active at night 
"when the hens are on the roosts, and 
«hicks are in the coops, sucking blood 
tmtil they are full and then returning 
to cracks and crevices during the day. 
To combat them, hiding places must 
be reduced to the minimum, and an 
effective *sprny must penetrate every 
crack and crevice where they may be 
hiding. 


There are a number of good mix­ 
tures that have proven effective in 
controlling these insects: 


Crude petroleum thinned \vith one 
part of kerosene to four quarts of 
crude oil is cheap, and retains its kill­ 
ing power for several weeks. 
Five 
parts cream of lime, one part creolin, 
and one part kerosene Is a favorite 
mixture with many poultrymen. Pure 
kerosene and kerosene emulsion, are 
used with success, If frequently ap­ 
plied. 


These mixtures should . be forced 
int# all their hiding places with a 
sprayer or brush. 


Remove as many internal appli­ 
ances as possible, roosts, nests, hop­ 
pers, etc., and give them an applica­ 
tion of the mixture out of doors. 


To be the most effective, the solu­ 
tions should be forced into all badly 
Infested quarters; and sides, floor and 
even roof must be treated. 
. The work should be done on pleas­ 
ant days when the flock can he out­ 
side, and the coops afid poultry house 
may be closed for a few hours after 
applying the mixture so that the wood­ 
work may dry. Keep the pests in sub* 
jection by frequent applications of 
«ome mixture 
during 
the 
summer 
tnonths.

A Good Kind of Dessert. 


There is no dessert more wholesome, 
attractive and well liked than fruit. 
Muskmelons, watermelons, berries of 
various kinds In season when grown in 
one’s own garden or purchased at a 
reasonable price, are wonderful savers 
of time in dessert making. 


When one cannot afford to serve 
fruit as a full dessert It may be used 
as a garnish, thus helping out the ap­ 
pearance and flavor as well as the cost 
of the dessert. 


Junket is a most wholesome and de­ 
licious dessert and wiien garnished 
with a spoonful of sugared, fresh fruit, 
is satisfying and inexpensive. 


Plain Junket. 


Heat to lukewarm temperature a 
quart of milk, add a junket tablet dis­ 
solved in a tablespoonful of cold wa­ 
ter, a pinch of salt, and sugar to 
sweeten to taste, flavor with any de­ 
sired flavoring, pour into sherbet cups 
and let stand In a warm room to set. 
When thick put on Ice to chill and 
serve with a spoonful of whipped 
cream and a spoonful of fresh berries 
well sugared, one, or both. 


Rice With Bananas. 


Peel and scrape three* well-ripened 
bananas and mash them with a fork 
until smooth and creamy, adding a few 
drops of lemon juice. Stir this lightly 
into one cupful of cooked rice and 
serve with cream and sugar. 


Velvet Sherbet. 


Take the juice of three lemons, two 
cupfuls of sugar or strained honey and 
one quart of rich milk, freeze as for 
Ice cream. If the honey is not at hand, 
sugar and water with a little grated 
rind may be cooked to a sirup and 
cooled. The sherbet keeps better when 
(ho sirup is used, as it does not niolt so 
quickly. 


Peach Ice Cream. 


This is a most delicious cream, made 
from very ripe fruit: 
Peel, mash and 
put through a sieve using a pint of 
pulp, or less will flavor a quart of 
cream, adding sugar sirup to sweeten 
and a little lemon juice to accent the 
peach flavor. Almond extract Is often 
used and well liked in peach Ice cream, 
but with nicely flavored fruit it is not 
needed.

tial family. "Excuse the incoherences; 
I write with my heart bleeding, know- 
Ing that I shall never be able to give 
you the faintest idea of the sufferings 
that thousands are enduring." 


A graphic tale of the misery that 


spreads itself over Russia is unfolded 
In the letter. Wholesale pillaging and 
murder by bolsheviki, Germans, Finns 
and others swept the land clear of its 
wealth. 


Both the noblewoman who wrote the 


letter and the woman who received it 
are well known. The danger involved 
fer the former makes it advisable that 
not only the names of the persons but 
the names of the localities mentioned 
be withheld from publication. The let- 
ter in full reads as follows: 


"My very, very dear Mrs. B 
: 


"At last I am able to write to you 


end to hope to hear from you. 


"I will endeavor to tell you briefly 


the personal events of these terrible 
last years. But how to begin? How- 
to give you the faintest idea of the 
unimaginable atrocities committed by 
the 
bolsheviki? Speaking 
of our- 


selves, I will tell you that we have 
lost everything. The bolsheviki have 
stolen all our fortune, boxes of silver- 
ware, precious objects, personal re- 
membrances which undoubtedly are 
now destroyed. 


Freed to Flee From Home. 


"Three years ago my second daugh- 


ter and her husband died, he having 
caught cold in the trenches.

The Bazaar of Lucknow. 


T 


HE day of the bazaar in In- 


dia has long passed without 
hope for any return of its 
glory. Yet the visitor, in 


search of novelty, may still be fairly 
well satisfied with the results of the 
effort he must make to see what re- 
mains of the curious life in 
thosre 


places which are different from every- 
thing in this land; their nearest paral- 
lel being the French market in New 
Orleans, or a county fair, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. . 


The stranger to India should take 


the precaution to secure the services 
as a guide and physical protector of 
a thoroughly competent 
interpreter, 


one who is conversant with at least 
half a dozen of the numerous dia- 
lects spoken in India's commercial 
circles, and who—when it comes to 
buying 
or 
rejecting—knows 
at 
a 


glance "a hawk from a hemeshaw" 
because, as a decidedly cynical Eng- 
glishman said, "Nine-tenths 
of 
the 


stuSE displayed in those Indian bazaars 
are spurious, and the remainder utter- 
ly worthless rubbish." An exaggera- 
tion, of course, yet it is a hard matter 
to find the few gems that may be 
there; and, at any rate, if the pur- 
chasable inanimate is lacking, the al- 
most endless variety of the recum- 
bent or animate human denizens is a 
rich reward for the fatiguing hours in 
a bazaar. 


In Search of the Picturesque. 


It is a great pity that civilization is 


so very inconsiderate toward the pic- 
turesque, the stranger, and the racial- 
ly attractive (in spite of its dirt) 
which are so different from the life 
and the people we know and are so 
tired of, their inartistic dirt especial- 
ly, that we often rush off to the anciu- 
odes to find something artistic and 
interesting. 
When we fail in our 


search, we are apt to abuse the writers 
who tell us—not what they really did 
see, but what they had predetermined 
they were to see. 


It is not many years since that the 


bazaar at Delhi, to take at randoju 
one of the many, was truly a wonder- 
ful place. It occupied a large extent 
of ground, covered with all manner of 
ramshackle 
buildings, 
the 
ground 


floors of which were open stalls some- 
what like those seen in the illustra- 
tion accompanying this article. There 
were a few fairly broad thoroughfares 
which traversed the section from side 
to side in a serpentine course, but the 
really interesting and attractive shops 
were reached by many narrow, wind- 
ing lanes, forming a veritable laby- 
rinth, into which the unwary stranger 
who ventured alone was quickly losr; 
and when he betrayed his misfortune 
by act or word, was sure to be 
pounced upon by-a flock of human vul- 
tures bent upon getting his last rupee 
in exchange for their wares, and heart- 
less as to whether or not he got back 
to the meager civilization of Delhi's 
then wretched hotel. 


In the main avenues there were—- 


shall we say canals, or streams, or 
ditches? Well, there was something 
in whichever we call them that pos- 
sessed the motion of liquid, and there 
was one, or perhaps two, rows of dis- 
couraged-looking trees. 
But in the 


narrow alleys there was no disguising 
the fact that those ditches were sim- 
ply open drains, usually so torpid in 
their- flow that the stench was almost 
overpowering, and the visitor from 
aluoad wondered how any human be- 
ins could breathe the fetid air all day 
nr.cl all night as complacently as did 
the bazaar denizens. 


Occasional Bargains Found. 


Nevertheless, those were the days 


whon it was quite possible to pick up 
really rare and precious bargains for 
a song, plaques hammered oxU from 
brass or other metals, true gems of 
many kinds, , jade ornaments deftly 
carved from jade in minute patterns, 
making them almost literally "worth 
their weight in gold," and many other 
treasures jsuch as nowadays never 
reach a bazaar stall, for they are snap- 
ped up by professional dealers the 
moment they leave the hands of their 
original owner, whoc *ant compels 


to sacrifice, and the dealer knows ex- 
actly where lives the rich Indian who 
pays, without much haggling, the top- 
most price. 


The glory of the bazaar, like that 


of practically all that was picturesque, 
had given way to the vitally needed 
sanitary measures. 
But the bazaar 


still exists, although rather in what 
we would call open or general mar- 
kets. 
Undoubtedly they continue to 


offer many temptations spread before 
the covetous eyes of the foreign vis- 
itor in such alluring ways that the end 
of purchasing is not reached 
even 


when the bottom of the purse is, be- 
cause the dealers are only too glad 
to send their wares to the hotel to be 
paid for at master's or madam's con- 
venience, and lots of other "rare bar- 
gains which cannot be duplicated." 


Most Fascinating of Streets. 


Mr. Curtis'' "Modern India" says of 


Delhi's 
Chandni 
Chauk, 
"Silver 


Street," that it is fairly called "the 
most 
picturesque 
and 
fascinating 


street in the world." Between the two 
rows of trees that grow along the cen- 
ter of its width of 75 feet there was 
formerly an aqueduct of clear, run- 
ning water, that is now filled, and its 
banks are the great promenade foi 
the city's gentry, both foreign resi- 
dents and natives. 


But the street is marvelous for the 


adeptness of the shopkeepers in "spot- 
ting" the stranger. Let a visitor from 
abroad appear, no matter how perfect- 
ly (he, at least, thinks) he has dis- 
guised himself in proper Indian garb, 
he is pounced upon by a swarrn of 
shopkeepers, and besought to avail 
himself of the bargains that were nev- 
er before offered, and never will again 
fall to his good fortune, until he 
either yields and secures, sometimes 
a true bargain, but often a lot of rub- 
bish, or calls to his relief a friendly 
policeman, usually a swarthy Sikh. 
Sometimes it is most amusing when 
rival merchants grapple each other in 
their frantic efforts to secure the mo- 
nopoly of a seemingly profitable cus- 
tomer, nnd the policeman's services 
are required to separate the belliger 
ents. 


Freak Fiddles. 


The story of freak fiddles would 


fill a book. They have been made of 
tin, copper, iron, leather, glass and 
paper. 
They have assumed many 


wonderful shapes. Last year, in Los 
Angeles, a blind fiddler used to play 
on the corner with a fiddle that had 
no body. A tin horn did the work of 
the ordinary sound box of the violin. 
This was the invention of a local 
man: 
A certain corporation making 


phonograph records in the east uses 
an aluminum violin. Thjs instrument 
is scientifically constructed and used 
by one-of the greatest artists in mak- 
ing records of his solos for reproduc- 
tion 09 talking machines. Even the 
highest priced 
old violins do not 


sound as one expects a violin to sound 
when it is reproduced on a record. 
This aluminum violin corrects that 
and the listeners sit entranced at the 
sweet tones of the record. The violin, 
itself, has a most disagreeable tone.— 
Los Angeles Times'.

Black Hills Pioneers Name High 


.Peak for Roosevelt" 


At Its Summit a Cairn Fifty Feet 


High, Constructed of Bowlders of 


Native Granite, Has Been 


Erected. 


On July 4 the Black hills pioneers 


honored the memory of the late Colo- 
nel Roosevelt by naming for him the 
highest peak in the Black hills. Timed 
to take place during Home-coming 
week for Deadwood and other Black 
hills communities, this ceremony was 
a manifestation of the affection which 
all the residents of that section of the 
country felt for Colonel Roosevelt. 


The peak which*will henceforth be 


known as Mount Theodore^ Roosevelt 
was called Sheep mountain or Round 
Top. It is a detached eminence with 
an elevation of 6,000 feet, three miles 
from Deadwood, 15 miles from Wyo- 
ming and 35 miles from the Montana 
stats line. It is on the Black Hills 
forest reserve, and will be the center 
of a bird and game refuge also dedi- 
cated to the memory of the ex-presi- 
dent. 


All that section of the country has 


been intimately associated with vari- 
ous periods in' the life of Colonel 
Roosevelt. The peak which now bears 
his name overlooks the* foothills and 
valleys of the northern Black hills 
where the colonel hunted buffalo. 
In 


sight from the summit are his cattle 
range and his trail to Deadwood, as 
well as sections of Wyoming and Mon- 
tana where he trailed cattle in his 
cowboy days. Glimpses of the Belle 
Fourche, the Redwater and 
other 


streams flowing down the valleys at- 
tract the spectator. The peak and the 
territory around it are now embraced 
In the Belle Fourche irrigation project 
which Colonel Roosevelt 
advocated 


when president. 
This is making an 


arid prairie over into fertile farming 
country. 


The people of Deadwood built at the 


summit of the mountain a cairn 50 feet 
high of bowlders of native granite. T. 
A. Brow n of Spearfish, one of the colo- 
nel's associates of years ago, obtained 
the permission of the local committee 
to place in this monument a stone 
with the cattle .brands of his old 
friend chiseled thereon. 
The dedica- 


tion of this monument took place on 
Independence day, when a tablet in- 
scribed 
"In 
Memory 
of 
Theodore 


Roosevelt, the American," was fast- 
ened to one ot the bowlders.

Figaro in connection with the news 
that a monument is being erected at 
Tarascon in memory of Alphonse Dau- 
det, the French novelist who has im- 
mortalized that quaint town by his 
"Tartar!n."

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RUSS NOBLEWOMAN DESCRIBES . 
ATROCITIES OF THE BOLSHEVIKI 


Hundreds of Persons Tortured in the Most Inhuman Fashion Before 
Being Put to Death and Their Estates Pillaged and 
Mansions Razed— Thousands Die From 
Hunger All Over Country.

The despair to which bolshevik mis­ 
rule has minced Russia is thus epito­ 
mized by a Russian noblewoman wide­ 
ly known throughout her country, in a 
remarkable picture of events in her 
country contained in n letter received 
recently in Kd\y York. 
Her castles 
and estates plundered or razed, her 
fortune vanished and her friends and 
family murdered, this titled woman is 
moved to remark that “three years 
ago, my second daughter and her hus­ 
band died, he having caught cold in 
the trenches. Then I was in despair; 
now I envy them.“ 


“I beg of you never to mention my 
nam e; I wrote frankly to you counting 
on your discretion,“ Is the plea which • 
fear of bolshevik tyranny moves the 
unfortunate woman to place at the 
close of her letter to her friend, a New 
Y o rk woman of prominent and influen­ 
tial family. 
“Excuse the incoherences; 
I write with my heart bleeding, know­ 
ing that I shall never be able to give 
you the faintest idea of the sufferings 
that thousands are enduring.” 


A graphic tale of the misery that 
spreads itself over Russia Is unfolded 
In the letter. 
Wholesale pillaging and 
murder by bolsheviki, Germans, Finns 
nnd others swept the land clear of its 
wealth. 


Both the noblewoman who wrote the 
letter and the woman who received it 
are well known. The danger involved 
for the former makes it advisable that 
not only the names of the persons but 
the names of the localities mentioned 
be withheld from publication.

ter In full reads as follows: 


“My very, very dear Mrs. B------: 
“At last I am able to write to you 
pnd to hope to hear from you.

the 
bolsheviki?

membrances which undoubtedly are 
now destroyed. 


Freed to Flee From Home.

The stranger to India should take 
the precaution to secure the services 
as a guide and physical protector of 
a thoroughly competent interpreter, 
one who is conversant with at least 
half a dozen of the numerous dia­ 
lects spoken in India’s commercial 
circles, and who—when it comes to 
buying 
or 
rejecting—knows 
at 
a 
glance “a hawk from a herneshaw’’ 
because, as a decidedly cynical E n ­ 
glishman said, “Nine-tenths 
of 
the 
stuff displayed in those Indian bazaars 
are spurious, and the remainder utter­ 
ly worthless rubbish.” An exaggera­ 
tion, of course, yet it is a hard matter 
to find the few gems that may be 
there; and, at any rate, if the pur­ 
chasable inanimate is lacking, the ah 
most endless variety of the recum­ 
bent or animate human denizens is a 
rich reward for the fatiguing hours in 
a bazaar. 


In Search of the Picturesque. 


It is a great pity that civilization is 
so very inconsiderate toward the pic­ 
turesque, the stranger, and the racial­ 
ly attractive (in spite of its dirt) 
which are so different from the life 
and the people we know and are so 
tired of, their inartistic dirt especial­ 
ly, that we often rush off to the antip­ 
odes to find something artistic and 
interesting. 
When we fail in our 
search, we are apt to abuse the writers 
who tell us—not what they really did 
see, but what they had predetermined 
they were to see. 


It is not many years since that the 
bazaar at Delhi, to take at random 
one of the many, was truly a wonder­ 
ful place. It occupied a large extent 
of ground, covered with all manner of 
ramshackle 
buildings, 
the 
ground 
floors of which were open stalls some­ 
what like those seen in the illustra­ 
tion accompanying this article. There 
were a few fairly broad thoroughfares 
which traversed the section from side 
to side in a serpentine course, but the 
really interesting and attractive shops 
were reached by many narrow, wind­ 
ing lanes, forming a veritable laby­ 
rinth, into which the unwary stranger 
who ventured alone was quickly lo st; 
and when he betrayed his misfortune 
by act or word, was 
sure 
to 
be 
pounced upon by-a flock of human vul­ 
tures bent upon getting his last rupee 
in exchange for their wares, and heart: 
less as to whether or not he got back 
to the meager civilization of Delhi’s 
then wretched hotel. 


In the main avenues there were— 
shall we say canals, or streams, or 
ditches? Well, there was something 
in whichever we call them that pos­ 
sessed the iriotion of liquid, and there 
was one, or perhaps two, rows of dis- 
couraged-looking trees. 
But in the 
narrow alleys there was no disguising 
the ftict that those ditches were sim­ 
ply open drains, usually so torpid in 
their* flow that the stench was almost 
overpowering, and the visitor from 
abroad wondered how any human be- 


to sacrifice, and the dealer knows ex­ 
actly where lives the rich Indian who 
pays, without much haggling, the top­ 
most price. 


The glory of the bazaar, like that 
of practically all that was picturesque, 
had given way to the vitally needed 
sanitary measures. 
But the bazaar 
still exists, although rather in what 
we would call open or general mar­ 
kets. 
Undoubtedly they continue to 
offer many -temptations spread before 
the covetous eyes of the foreign vis­ 
itor in such alluring ways that the end 
of purchasing is not reached even 
when the bottom of the purse is, be­ 
cause the dealers are only too glad 
to send their wares to the hotel to be 
paid for at master’s or madam’s con­ 
venience, and lots of other “rare bar­ 
gains which cannot be duplicated.” 


Most Fascinating of Streets. 


Mr. Curtis’* “Modern India” says of 
Delhi’s 
Chandni 
Chauk, 
“Silver 
Street,” that it is fairly called “the 
most 
picturesque 
and 
fascinating 
street in the world.” Between the two 
rows of trees that grow along the cen­ 
ter of its width of 75 feet there was 
formerly an aqueduct of clear, run­ 
ning water, that is now filled, and its 
banks are the great promenade for 
the city’s gentry, both foreign resi­ 
dents and natives. 


But the street is marvelous for the 
adeptness of the shopkeepers in “spot­ 
ting” the stranger. Let a visitor from 
abroad appear, no matter how perfect­ 
ly (he, at least, thinks) he has dis­ 
guised himself in proper Indian garb, 
he is pounced upon by a swarm of 
shopkeepers, and besought to 
avail 
himself of the bargains that were nev­ 
er before offered, and never will again 
fall to his good fortune, 
until he 
either yields and secures, sometimes 
a true bargain, but often a lot of rub* 
blsh, or calls to his relief a friendly 
policeman, usually a ifwarthy Sikh. 
Sometimes it is most amusing when 
rival merchants grapple each other in 
their frantic efforts to secure the mo­ 
nopoly of a seemingly profitable cus­ 
tomer, and the policeman’s services 
are required to separate the belliger­ 
ents.

.Peak for Roosevelt. 


A t Its Summit a Cairn Fifty Feet 
High, Constructed of Bowlders of 
Native Granite, Has Been 
Erected.

On July 4 the Black hills pioneers 
honored the memory of the late Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt by naming for him the 
highest peak In the Black hills. Timed 
to take place during Home-Ooming 
week for Deadwood and other Black 
hills communities, this ceremony was 
a manifestation of the affection which 
all the residents of that section of the 
country felt for Colonel Roosevelt. 


The peak which'will henceforth be 
known as Mount Theodore^ Roosevelt 
was called Sheep mountain or Round 
Top. 
It is a detached eminence with 
an elevation of 0,000 feet, three miles 
from Deadwood, 15 miles from Wyo­ 
ming and 35 miles from the Montana 
state line. 
If is on the Black Hills 
forest reserve, and will be the center 
of a bird and game refuge also dedi­ 
cated to the memory of the ex-presi­ 
dent. 


All that section of the courftry has 
been intimately associated with vari­ 
ous periods in' the life of1 Colonei 
Roosevelt. The peak which now bears 
his name overlooks the' foothills and 
valleys of the northern Black hills 
where the colonel hunted buffalo. 
In 
sight from the summit are his cattle 
range and his trail to Deadwood,» as 
well as sections of Wyoming and Mon­ 
tana where he trailed cattle in his 
cowboy days. 
Glimpses of the Bello 
Fourche, 
the 
Redwater 
and 
other 
streams flowing down the valleys at­ 
tract the spectator. The peak and the 
territory around it are now embraced 
in the Belle Fourche irrigation project 
which 
Colonel 
Roosevelt advocated 
when president. 
This is making an 
arid prairie over into fertile farming 
country. 


The people of Deadwood built at the 
summit of the mountain a cairn 50 feet 
high of bowlders of native granite. T. 
A. Brown of Spearfish, one of the cola* 
nel’s associates of years ago, obtained 
the permission of the local committee 
to place in this monument a stone 
with the cattle .brands of his old 
friend chiseled thereon. 
The dedica­ 
tion of this monument took place on 
Independence day, when a tablet in­ 
scribed 
“In 
Memory 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, the American,” was fast­ 
ened to one of the bowlders.

Carriers in the rural deliveries ser­ 
vice will accept orders in writing. 
Consumers should keep a copy of the 
order given to the carrier, upon which 
the carrier will receipt for cash paid.

FORGERY PLOT IN 
FEDERAL PRISON 


Gigantic Swindle Operated From 
Within Walls of Fort 
Leavenworth. 


SCORE UNDER ARREST 


Subtrcasury Checks and Checks on 


Private Concerns Printed in Prison 
Printing 
Office — Confession 
Reveals Amazing Plot 


Chic&go.--An amazing story of for­ 
gery and counterfeiting, carried on by 
a band of 25 men in the federal prison 
in Fort Leavenworth, was revealed 
In this city through the arrest of sev­ 
eral .of the participants. 


The arrests, which were made after 
six weeks' work by Peter Drautzberg 
and W. G. Harper, assistants to rapt. 
Thomas I. Porter, chief of the Chicago 
district i\f the United States secret 
service, turned up the entire conspir­ 
acy. 


The forgery, from which perhaps 
$100,000 has been realized through the 
use of many names of prominence, in­ 
volved the printing of 1,000 subtreasury 
checks, calling for $100 each, as well 
as checks on private concertos, such 
as the United Fruit company of New 
Orleans. 
The printing of thes** was 
done in the prison printing olllce at 
Fort Leavenworth. 


Also Forged Letterheads. 


In order to get paper on which to 
print the private checks the prisoners 
had to obtain supplies of r\je best bank 
paper. 
So they wrote for samples to 
the leading supply houses of the coun­ 
try. 


On a large number of the phony 
checks the name “C. Skelton Williams’* 
was written. 
These checks passed 
more readily than any, it being hastily 
assumed by the recipient that it was 
drawn at the instance of John Skelton 
Williams, high treasury official. 


The denouement came through the 
arrest of an innocent man, a former 
soldier who had been a prisoner, but 
who, it developed, had taken no part 
In tho swindle. This youth was seized 
on the complaint of a St. Louis busi- 


w

ness man who met him on the train. 
He was chummy and told all about 
himself to his chance acquaintance, 
and It was no trouble to find him in 
Chicago after the St. Louisan learned 
the check he had cashed was bogus. 


On being questioned by Drautzberg 
he convinced the operative he was in­ 
nocent of aduai complicity. 
While 
walking along the street 
with 
the 
youth after he had been freed Drautz- 
berg opened a letter he had just re­ 
ceived from Kansas City. 
A photo­ 
graph dropped out. 


“Why, that's Bob Jones,” the youth 
said. 


Grab the Star Trusty. 


Drautzberg read the letter and It 
called for the arrest of Robert Jones 
as one of the ringleaders. 
The youth 
knew where Jones was *and steered 
Drautzberg to him. 


Jones had been- a star trusty- lie 
wore a £tar that paused him through 
all departments of the prison. After 
his arrest , at 168 Hill street lie con­ 
fessed and implicated 15 to 20 men, 
Among these were Arthur Matheson, 
1937 North Marshfield avenue, Alfon­ 
so Jones, a colored man, and Joe Wil­ 
son. 
They were all held in $10,000 
bonds each. 


T h e 1.cheeks have been passed pro­ 
miscuously in ail parts of thu country. 


A dispatch from New York told of 
the arrest there of Ralph Y'aserberg, a 
lieutenant, who, Jt was *uld, escaped 
in a major’s uniform from Leaven­ 
worth and cashed forged checks in 
many cities.

HEAUING FULL OF IIVMOI^ 


Act number two in the Buchanan 
Valley chicken stealing drama which 
is holding tho attomion of an audience 
composed of the entire western end of 
Adams county was presented at a 
hearing befona Squire Hill Thursday 
morning 
when 
William 
Bingaman 
previously known as "Buckshot Bill," 
and Fred Powell, leading characters 
in the case, were held for court Bing- 
aman was taken in'io custody by Sher- 
iff Har'tman while Powell was releas- 
ed when Clarence Bream, of Cash- 
town, went his bail for $500. The ar- 
rests were made earlier in the week 
by State Constable Rodney Shaver and 
County Detective Charles Wilson, who 
ware following other clues in con- 
nection wi'th the case. 


After Bingaman, who is charged 
with stealing fourteen chickens from 
George McKenrick, took the stand he 
was told by District Attorney Topper 
that anything h'3 said would be volun- 
tary on his part and used against him 
in couit. 
Bingaman, however, con- 
fessed his implication in the theft by 
the single sentence, "Me and Fred took 
them.*' 


•Til tell wha't I know/» said Binga- 
man who tban related that on the 
night of July 30 he and Fred Powell 
went to the farm of George McKen- 
rick and stole fourteen chickens, 


"Did you clean out the whole roost. 
Bill? asked Mr. Topi>3r. "AVe took all 
but the rooster. I guess, and left him 
behind for fear he would holler." 


Bingaman showed great hesitancy 
in 
speaking, 
proclaming, 
"I'm 
not 
much of a talker," but finally showed 
greater inclination to talk and said 
that he and Powell had previously 
stolen 
four 
chickens 
from 
Harry 
Brough but these two robberies were 
the only ones they had committed. 


"Who watched the outsic'o while you 
and Powell robbed the hen roosts?" 
Bingaman was asked. 
"No one," was 
the reply. 
"The only companion we 
had was booze." 


Powell did not take the stand and 
has not confessed his guilt. 
The only 
thing that implicates him is the tes- 
timony of Bingaman and the asser- 
tion of Father Whalen. 


George McKenrick testified that he 
identified his chickens by tb'^ir clipped 
left wing and he was absolutely cer- 
tain the chickens found at Bingaman's 
place were his property.

and estates plundered or razed, her 
fortune vanished and her frlend<; and 
family murdered, this titled woman is

Wholesale pillaging and 
murder by bolsheviki, Germans.

Both the noblewoman who wrote the 
letter and the woman who received it 
are well known. 
The danger Involved 
fer the former makes it advisable that 
not only the names of the persons but 
tlie names of the localities mentioned 
be withheld from publication.

dered all fugitives to leave the country 
within 
six 
days. 
However, we re- 
ceived, on account of my husband's bad 
condition, permission to stay until he 
would get better, 


"Going back was an 
impossibility, 
the situation being still very grave; a 
second expedition was no longer pos- 
sible for the strength of ray poor hus- 
band; moreover, we had nothing left. 
Our large city house was taken and 
turned into a hospital by a Russian 
volontaire corps. 
M 
devastated 


and plundered! 
First by.the bolshe- 
viki, then by the Esths, whom 
the 
Germans left unpunished; then by the 
white troops and the Finns, who were 
fighting 
the reds, German 
properties 
being left unmolested. 


Family Lost Everything^ 


"Last year our estate had suffered, 
but our magnificent castle with all its 
dependencies had been respected. 
No\y 
all have pillaged it. 
The Finns being 
more civilized stole the most beautiful 
things—paintings, 
bronzes, 
antiques, 
etc. Finally the 30 masters' rooms and 
the 11 servants' rooms were plundered. 
What they could not take away they 
smashed or burned. 
We lost every- 
thing. 
Not a sheet, not a plifte or a 
glass exist, and when our Jntendant 
complained to the minister of state (a 
Thesthe), he answered him that nat- 
urally in war time everybody wanted 
to have some souvenirs. 
The whites 
pillaged, as I hear, 80 estates, and they 
were supposed to bo our defenders! 


"Friends here obtained for us the

found two rooms In a family.

hope soon to find some occupation, and 
sell some furs that I could take with 
ine, for unfortunately

"I do not know whether you have an 
idea of what the bolsheviki have done 
everywhere whenever they had to re- 
tire. 
At W 
they killed 82 people; 


we have lost friends, 
acquaintances 
and our excellent and ujble doctor. Al- 
most all were tortured before being put 
to death. Before shooting Doctor L 
they broke his two legs. 
To the old 
Baroness 
seventy-two years old,^ 
aftei 
having 
opened 
her 
stomach, 
snatched out her intestines while alive. 
They 
killed priests, doctors, 
nobles, 
merchants, women, children and peas- 
ants, 
They made several persons dig 
their own graves, forcing them to un- 
dress; a carriage was waiting to takQ 
away their clothes. 
Then they tor- 
tured every one, breaking arms and 
legs, crushing the limbs, snatching the 
intestines, gouging out the eyes, scar- 
ring the cheeks, and they even burned 
two persons alive, 


"There were three large pits; they 
tossed pell mell in one of tJiem the 
living and the dead, and then 
these 
monsters 
Jumped 
into

and

The Bazaar of Lucknow. 


T 


h e day of the bazaan in In- 
dia Las long passed without 
hope for any return of its 
glory. 
Yet 
the 
visitor, in 
search of novelty, may still be fairly 
well satisfied with the results of the 
effort he must make to see what re- 
mains of the curious life in 
tho&'e 
places wdiich are different from every- 
tliing in this land; their nearest paral- 
lel being the French market In New 
Orleans, or a county fair, says the 
Christian Science Monitor, . 


The stranger to India should take 
the precaution to secure the services 
as a guide and physical protector of 
a thoroughly 
competent 
interpreter, 
one who is conversant with at least 
half a dozen of the numerous 
dia- 
lects spoken 
in 
India's 
commercial 
circles, and who—when it comes to 
buying 
or 
rejecting—knows 
at 
a 
glance "a hawk from a herneshaw" 
because, as a decidedly cynical Eng- 
gllshman 
said. "Nine-tenths 
of 
the 
stuff displayed in those Indian bazaars 
are s'purious, and the remainder utter- 
ly worthless rubbish." An exaggera- 
tion, of course, yet it is a hard matter 
to find the few gems that may be 
there; and. at any rate, if the pur- 
chasable inanimate is lacking, the al- 
most endless variety of the recum- 
bent or animate human denizens is a 
rich reward for the fatiguing hours in 
a bazaar. 


In Search of the Picturesque. 


It is a great pity that civilization is 
so very inconsiderate toward the pic- 
turesque, the stranger, and th® racial- 
ly attractive (in spite of its 
dirt) 
which are so different from the life 
and the people we know and are so 
tired of, their inartistic dirt especial- 
ly, that we often rush off to the antip- 
odes to find something artistic 
and 
Interesting, 
When 
we fail in 
our 
search, we are apt to abuse the writers 
who tell us—not what they really did 
see, but what they had predetermined 
they were to see. 


It is not many years since that the 
bazaar at Delhi, to take at randopa 
one of the many, was truly a Avonder- 
ful place. 
It occupied a large extent 
of ground, covered witli all manner of 
ramshackle 
buildings, 
the 
ground 
floors of which were open stalls some- 
what like those seen in tjie illustra- 
tion accompanying this article. There 
were a few fairly broad thoroughfares 
which traversed the section from side 
to side In a serpentine course, but the 
really interesting and attractive shops 
were reached by many narrow, wind- 
ing lanes, forming a veritable laby- 
rinth, into which the unwary stranger 
who ventured alone was quickly lost; 
and when he betrayed his misfortune 
by act or word, was 
sure 
to 
bo 
pounced upon by-a flock of human vul- 
tures bent upon getting his last rupee 
in exchange for their wares, and heart: 
less as to whether or not he got baiO; 
to the meager civilization of Delhi's 
then wretched hotel. 


In the main avenues there were— 
shall -we say canals, or streams, or 
ditches? Well, there Avas something 
in whichever we call them that pos- 
sessed the niotion of liquid, and there 
was one, or perhaps two, rows of dis- 
couraged-looking trees. 
But 
in 
the 
narrow alleys there was no disguising 
the fjxct that those ditches were sim- 
ply open drains, usually so torpid in 
their* flow that tlie stench was almost 
overpowering, and the 
visitor 
from 
abroad wondered liow any human be- 
ing could breathe the fetid air all day 
and all night as comi)lacently as did 
the bazaar denizens. 


Occasional Bargains Found. 


Nevertheless, those were the days 
when it was quite possible to pick up 
really ran» and precious bargains for 
a song, plaques hammered out from 
brass or other metals, ti*ue gems of 
many kinds,, jade 
ornaments deftly 
carved from jade in minute patterns, 
making them almost diterally '»worth 
their weight in gold," and )uany other 
treasures 
such 
as 
nowadays 
never 
reach a bazaar stall, for they are snap- 
ped up by professional dealers 
the 
moment they leave the bands of their 
original owner, wlioL 
'vvant compels 


to sacrifice, and the dealer knows ex- 
actly where lives the rich Indian who 
pays, without much haggling, the top- 
most price. 


The glory of the bazaar, like that 
of practically all that was picturesque, 
had given way to the vitally needed 
sanitary measures. 
But the bazaar 
still exists, although rather in what 
we would call open or general mar- 
kets. 
Undoubtedly they continue to 
offer many i:emptatIons spread before 
the covetous eyes of the foreign vis- 
itor in such alluring ways that the end 
of purchasing is 
not 
reached 
even 
when the bottom of the purse is, be- 
cause the dealers are only too glad 
to send their wares to the hotel to be 
paid for at master's or madam's con- 
venience, and lots of other "rare bar- 
gains which cannot be duplicated." 


Most Fascinating of Streets. 


Mr. Curtis'' "Modern India" says of 
Delhi'.s 
Chandnl 
Chauk. 
"Silver 
Street," that it is fairly called "the 
most 
picturesque 
and 
fascinating 
street in the world." Between the two 
rows of trees that grow along the cen- 
ter of its width of 75 feet there was 
formerly an aqueduct of clear, run- 
ning water, that is now filled, and its 
banks are the great promenade for 
the city's gentry, both foreign resi- 
dents and natives. 


But the street is marvelous for the 
adeptness of the shopkeepers in "spot- 
ting" the stranger. 
Let a visitor from 
abroad appear, no matter how perfect- 
ly (he, at least, thinks) he has dis- 
guised himself in proper Indian garb, 
he is pounced upon by a swarm of 
shopkeepers, and besought 
to 
avail 
himself of the bargains that were nev- 
er before offered, and never will again 
fall to his 
good 
fortune, 
until 
he 
either yields and secures, sometimes 
a true bargain, but often a lot of rub* 
bish, or calls to his relief a friendly 
policeman, usually a 
ifwarthy 
Sikh. 
Sometimes it is most amusing when 
rival merchants grapple each other in 
their frantic efforts to secure the mo- 
nopoly of a seemingly profitable cjis- 
tomer, and the policeman's 
services 
are required to separate the belliger- 
ents. 


Freak Fiddles. 


The story of freak fiddles w^ould 
fill a book. 
They have been made of 
tin, copper, iron, leather, glass and 
paper. 
They 
have 
assumed 
many 
wonderful shapes. 
Last year, in Los 
Angeles, a blind fiddler used to play 
on the corner with n fiddle that had 
no body. 
A tin horn did the work of 
the ordinary sound box of the violin. 
This was 
the invention 
of 
a 
local 
man; 
A certain corporation 
making 
phonograph records in the east uses 
an aluminum violin. 
Thjs instrument 
is scientifically constructed and used 
by one'of the greatest artists in mak- 
ing records of his solos for reproduc- 
tion on talking machines. 
Even the 
highest 
priced 
old 
violins do 
not 
sound as one expects a violin to sound 
when It is reproduced on a record. 
This aluminum violin 
corrects 
that 
and the listeners sit entranced at the 
sweet tones of the record. The violin, 
itself, has a most disagreeable tone,— 
Los Angeles Times',

Black Hills Pioneers Name High 


.Peak for Roosevelt 


At 
Its Summit a Cairn Fifty 
Feet 
High, Constructed of Bowlders of 
Native Griinite, Has Been 
Erected. 


On July 4 the Black hills pioneers 
honored the memory of the late Colo- 
nel Roosevelt by naming for him the 
highest peak In the Black hills. Timed 
to 
take 
place 
during 
Home-Oomlng 
week for Deadwood and other Black 
hills communities, this ceremony was 
a manifestation of the affection which 
all the residents of that section of the 
country felt for Colonel Roosevelt. 


The peak whlch^will henceforth be 
known as Mount Theodore^ Roosevelt 
was called Sheep mountain or Round 
Top. 
It is a detached eminence with 
an elevation of 6,000 feet, three miles 
from Deadwood, 15 miles from Wyo- 
ming and 35 miles from the Montana 
state line. 
I{ Is on the Black Hills 
forest reserve, and will be the center 
of a bird and game refuge also dedi- 
cated to the memory of the ex-presi- 
dent. 


All that section of the couittry has 
been intimately associated xvlth vari- 
ous periods in" the 
life 
of 
Colonei 
Roosevelt. 
The peak which now bears 
his name overlooks the* foothills and 
valleys of the northern 
Black 
hills 
where the colonel hunted buffalo. 
In 
sight from the summit are his cattle 
range and his trail to Deadwood,. as 
well as sections of Wyoming and Mon- 
tana where he trailed cattle in his 
cowboy days. 
Glimpses of the Belle 
Fourche, 
the 
Redwater 
and 
other 
streams flowing down the valleys at- 
tract the spectator. 
The peak and the 
territory around it are now embraced 
In the Belle Fourche irrigation project 
which 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
advocated 
when president. 
This is making an 
arid prairie over into fertile farming 
country. 


The people of Deadwood built at the 
summit of the mountain a cairn 50 feet 
high of bowlders of native granite. T. 
A. Brown of Spearfish, one of the colo- 
nel's associates of years ago, obtained 
the permission of the local committee 
to place In this monument a 
stone 
with 
the 
cattle .brands 
of 
his 
old 
friend chiseled thereon. 
The dedica- 
tion of this monument took place on 
Independence day, when a tablet in- 
scribed 
"In 
Memory 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, the American," was fast- 
ened to one of the bowlders.

Chicfifio.--Aij aniazinji story of for- 
gery and counterfeiting» carried on by 
a band of 25 men in ihe fi^doral prison 
in Fort Leavenworth, was revealed 
In this eity through the arrest of sev- 
eral .of the participants. 


The arrests, which were made after 
six weeks' work by Petor Drautzbin'g 
and W. G. Harper, assistants to c'apt. 
Thomas I. Porter, chief of the Chlcnjco 
district of the United States secret 
service, turned up the entlro «onspir- 
acy. 


The fortrery, from which 
perhaps 
SIUO.O(H) has been reaHzed thniui:h the 
use of many name*? of proTuineniM-. in- 
volved tlie printing of 1,000 sublreasury 
checks, calling for $100 each, as well 
as checks on prlvaU? com-ei'fts, such 
as the United Fruit company of New 
Orleaus. 
The printing of thes'» was 
done In the prison printmg olllce at 
Fort Leavenworth. 


Also Forged Letterheads. 


In order to get impcr on which to 
print the private checks the prisoner-:; 
had to obtain supplies of lA)e best bank 
paper. 
So they wrote for sami)les to 
the leading supply houses of the coun 
try. 


On a large number of the phony 
checks the name "C. Skclt<Hi Williams" 
was written. 
These checks 
passed 
more readily than any, It being hastily 
assumed by the recipient that it was 
drawn at the Instance of John Skelton 
Williams, high treasury ofliclaK 


The denouement came through the 
arrest of an innocent man, a former 
soldier who had been a prisoner, but 
who, it developed, had taken no part 
In tho swindle.
